At the same time, Herzog said, 
Hall was on the Communist party 
payroll as an organizer. He said 
Hall was the party’s candidate for 
governor of Ohio this year, until 
the ticket was withdrawn. 

Detailing events of the strike 
at the Republic Steel plant in 
Warren, Herzog said that when 
Hall learned World War veterans 
and others were organizing a shot¬ 
gun army" to break up the picket 
line, he (Hall) put in a telephone 
call to Cleveland for either John 
L. Lewis, or Clinton Golden, de¬ 
scribed as an executive of the 
SWOC. Herzog said he himself 
was employed at SWOC headquar¬ 
ters at the time. 

TROOP CHEER HALL 

When the call was completed, 
Herzog said he did not know 
whether Lewis, of Golden, talked 
to Hall, but asserted the latter 
told him he had been informed 
a call had been made from Wash¬ 
ington to “the governor” and that 
the troops would arrive the next 
day. 

Herzog testified national guard 
units reached Warren on sched¬ 
ule and were welcomed by Hall. 
None wb» hurt after that time, 
Herzog said. 

Questioned by Rept. Mosier (D., 
Ohio), Herzog told of the activi¬ 
ties of a “dynamite squad" used 
by the strikers to “intimidate” 
families of workers still in the 
plant. He said the group was 
headed by Arthur Scott but took 
orders from Hall. 

WELL ARMED 

The squad got its first supplies 
of dynamite from Oil City, Pa., 
Herzog said. 

“Gus wasn’t getting results 
with dynamite," Herzog said, at 
one point, “as he told the boys 
to go back to Oil City and get 
some nitro-glycerine." 

The witness said the strikers 
had rifles, shotguns, baseball bats, 
cycles and “a couple of tommy 
guns" which he said were intend¬ 
ed for use “in the event the men 
in the plant made any attempt 
to come out or if there was any 
attempt by police to break the 
picket line.” 

•NITRO' PLOT THWARTED 

Just before the national guard 
arri ed, Herbog testified, Hall or¬ 
dered the “dynamite squad” to 
take the "nitro” and blow up a 
bridge leading to the Republic 
steel plant and also to blow up 
the "benzol plant.” 

Herzog said he "tipped off” the 
national guard in time to prevent 
the explosions and the men were 
arrested. 

“Right after that,” he said, "I 
blew out of town and so did Hall.”

OAKLAND. (Ab — Baron Man¬ 
fred Von Killinger, German consul 
general at San Francisco, declared 
today “an act of criminal sab¬ 
otage" was responsible for an ex¬ 
plosion which tore a hole in the 
steamer Vancouver here yester¬ 
day.

ST. HELIER, Island of Jersey, 
tAb—Fourteen persons were killed 
today in one of Britain’s worst 
airplane disasters when a fully- 
loaded passenger airliner crashed 
in a field just after taking off 
for Southampton, England. 

The victims were nine men, 
four women and one child, and 
included the pilot, Captain A. G 

M. Cary, the wireless operator, 11 
^-rtngers and a man working 
in the field where the plane 
crashed. 

The plane was on a regular run 
between Jersey, in the English 
channel, and Southampton. 

The crash occurred at 10:52 a. 
m. shortly after the takeoff from 
Jersey airport, which is several 
miles from St. Helier. The plane 
was seen to circle several times 
in the channel island fog before 
falling into the field about 600 
yards from the takeoff. 

The airliner was seen to be in 
difficulties when flying over St. 
Peter port with smoke and flames 
streaming trom one of her en¬ 
gines. She turned around appar¬ 
ently in an effort to return to ►he 
airport, but suddenly hurtled to 
death, narrowly missing a hotel. 


WASHINGTON. UP )—President 
Roosevelt will make his only 
speech of the general election 
campaign tonight just two years 
after he won the greatest vote 
victory in the nation’s hitsory.

didate as one of the half dozen 
original financial backers of the 
pension planners when they 
sought to erect a 100,000-watt 
radio station below the border.

(Ab—Japanese au¬ 
thorities warned neutral powers 
today to send their gunboats up 
the Yangtze river at least as far 
as Shasi, 120 miles west of Han¬ 
kow, and designated the area be¬ 
tween Hankow and Shasi a zone 
of hostilities. 

The Japanese memorandum also 
advised that foreign vessels in the 
Siang river, which empties into 
the Yangtze through Lake Tung- 
ting, proceed upstream as far as 
Changsha, 180 miles south of the 
Japanese Hankow base. 


Mussolini Warns 
Revenge Seekers 


ROME. UP) —Premier Mussolini 
warned the country today against 
men who "are dreaming of specu¬ 
lative and impossible revenge.” 

“For this reason,” he told a 
crowd massed before the Plazzo 
Venezia for ceremonies marking 
the 20th anniversary of the Ital¬ 
ian World war victory over Aus¬ 
tria, “there is still need of sleep¬ 
ing with our heads on our packs 
as we did in the trenches." 

Mussolini evidently was refer¬ 
ring to factions abroad whom he 
regards as being opposed to poli¬ 
cies of general European appease¬ 
ment on the basis of the four- 
power Munich accord which sliced 
up Czechoslovakia.

SHANGHAI. UP )—Japanese are 
rapidly converting Hankow into a 
military and commercial citadel in 
the heart of China. 

The orderly withdrawal of Chi¬ 
nese forces before the city's fall 
Oct. 26 saved Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s political and 
military machines. The Japanese, 
however, gained an area which 
they are turning into a base with¬ 
in striking distance of every place 
from which Chiang can direct 
continued resistance.

There were a few puzzled city 
officials among the crowd. One 
was Mrs. Nellie Leffler, mayor o? 
El Monte, who is facing a recall 
election because she licensed jard 
games. 

"I don’t know what to do,” she 
said. "If they’re against the law 
they should be closed. Our license 
is only for games within the law— 
we passed an ordinance to that 
effect. If we close the parlors 
they'll go right back to bootlegging 
the games. So what do we do 
now?” 

Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz, at this 
point, asked Webb whether he 
should send his officers into in¬ 
corporated territory to halt games. 

“I haven't directly ordered it," 
Webb said, “but I hope to God 
you people will go home and close 
the games. It’s up to you to do 
it—you must do it.” 

Police Chief J. H. McClelland of 
Long Beach asked if it was legal 
for the operator of a poker game 
to charge players a certain amount 
for their seats. 

“Yes, if it’s a reasonable 
amount,” Webb replied. “He has 
to pay for cards and rent: but at 
the rate they're charging in these 
games, the operator could buy the 
building with his profits in a short 
time.” 

The attorney general said Santa 
Monica has six tango games li¬ 
censed at $10 a month up to 50 
chairs and $50 a month for games 
operating more than 50 chairs. 

He said that in Long Beach 
there are 14 tango game3 from 
which $35,000 in license fees is 
collected by the city. In addition, 
he said, there are 194 card tables 
licensed at $12 a year, on which 
the operators collect 20 cents an 
hour from each player. 

Redondo Beach, Webb said, has 
one Tango palor licensed at $100 
a quarter and three ' chip” games 
licensed at the same fee. He said 
the "chip” game is, in fact, roul¬ 
ette.

“The ships’ plates are bent in¬ 
ward, as per testimony of the 
diver. 

“The conclusion I leave to the 
public. The very active investiga¬ 
tion by the authorities will es¬ 
tablish that an act of criminal 
sabotage was committed. 

“I deeply regret that the print¬ 
ed attacks against my country 
have now resulted in concrete dis¬ 
aster. 

“Five brave seamen and a good 
ship, destined to help in foster¬ 
ing peaceful commerce between 
our countries, are laid up as the 
result of a criminal assault on a 
public career, with American 
travelers and merchandise aboard. 

"Had the explosion taken place 
only 10 minutes later, In the open 
bay, loss of lives of American 
citizens as well as of my own 
countrymen, would undoubtedly 
have been involved. 

“There is some consolation in 
the hope that his rotten act will 
open the eyes of the general pub¬ 
lic to the effect of irresponsible 
poisoning of public opinion prepe- 
tratc by a small clique aiming 
to destroy by secret warfare the 
basis of ordered society.

Plans for the erection of a 
$145,000 Santa Ana boulevard 
bridge to replace the old structure 
wrecked by the March 3 flood 
were being rushed to completion 
by the state department of public 
works today. 

The department announced an 
application to the Public Works 
Administration for a 45 per cent 
grant on the state project has 
been approved in Washington, al¬ 
though the funds have not yet 
been allocated. 

The state will advertise at once 
for bids on the construction job, 
and S. V. Cortelyou, Southern 
California district engineer, an¬ 
nounced construction possibly 
might get under way within two 
weeks. 

With the plans for the bridge 
already about 40 per cent com¬ 
pleted, the remaining plans will 
be rushed to completion in order 
to start work as soon as possible. 

As reported in The Journal 
nearly two months ago, the bridge 
will be four lanes in width, with 
a center strip in the middle. There 
will be pedestrian walks on both 
sides. The bridge will be five 
feet higher than the old structure, 
thus providing for fill-in of the 
river bottom or the raising of 
levees. * 

Since the present bridge was 
snapped by the March flood, traf¬ 
fic has been routed to Chapman 
avenue. Opening of the new bridge 
to traffic is expected within six 
months after construction work 
begins. 

No Santa Ana tax money will 
go into the job, which is a state 
project. The state will receive 45 
per cent of the cost from the fed¬ 
eral government. The state's 
share will be raised by the diver¬ 
sion of state gas tax funds to 
be added to a $25,000 appropria¬ 
tion made from a $5,000,000 sum 
alloted by the legislature for flood 
repair.

Coroner 

Looking for thrills on scares? 
Well, you won’t find anything to 
be excited about at the county 
coroner’s office because it's a very 
quiet and harmless little place 
which looks like any typical of¬ 
fice. The sign on the front door 
is the only indication of its func¬ 
tion. 

* * * 

There are no bodies in sight, 
which seems to be contrary to a 
popular belief. Some have a wide- 

eyed curiosity about the mystery 

of the coroner’s office, envisioning 
it as a tomb where death has its 
hide-out. 

• * • 

You can, if you look closer, find 
some indication of death—guns, 
boxes of poison, or rope used in 
suicides or murders. It’s all 
stored away in a little closet. 
There is a collection of 26 guns, 
among other grim objects, each 

used to end a life. 

* ♦ * 

But there are no bodies, so the 
coroner’s office after all isn’t a 
terrifying place. Bodies are al¬ 
ways taken to private undertak¬ 
ers. 

• * * 

The job of coroner reaches back 
into the earliest history, being the 
oldest office in county govern¬ 
ment in the United States. It’s 
even older than the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice. In England, the coroner was 
first called corowner. He was a 
representative of the king and his 
job was the seizing of loot when 
ships, for example, were captured 
on the seas. Later his job was 
extended to include taking care 
of dead bodies, and it was in this 
form that the office was cre¬ 
ated when the first American gov¬ 
ernment came into being. 

m m • 

Orange county's coroner is 
Earl Abbey, whose has been on the 
job for seven years. He and his 
deputy, Bert Casteiz, answer ap¬ 
proximately 300 calls a year— 
murder3, suicides, automobile ac¬ 
cidents, drownings and all the 
rest. 

• * * 

A coroner must be called to 
the ccsne of a death when: (1) 
deaf, occurs without medical at¬ 
tar; .ice or in a continued absence 
o; i attending physician; (2) a 
pc o.i has been killed, either ac- 
c'. ntally or intentionally, or has 
committed suicide, or has died 
suddenly under such circum¬ 
stances as to afford reasonable 
ground to suspect that his death 
has been occasioned by the act of 
another by criminal means; (3) 
when a case is referred to him by 
the local health officer or regis¬ 
trar. * 

* • * 

About one-fourth of the calls in 
this county are on automobile 
deaths, while about one-tenth are 
auicides. Drownings and bodies 
discovered elsewhere—as on a 
telephone pole in one case—com¬ 
prise about three per cent, with 
the balance included heart cases 
and sudden death. 

• • • 

When going to the scene of a 
fatal accident, for example, the 
coroner must get the names of 
witnesses and remove the body to 
an undertaker where an inquest 
is usually held the next day. (The 
undertaker is determined by ro¬ 
tation in each district.) 

* * • 

In holding an inquest, wit¬ 
nesses must be called to testify 
and a jury of not less than nine 
or more than IS must be called. 
However, the inquest can proceed 
when six jurors have arrived. 

• * * 

Main purpose of the inquest is 
to identify the body of the de¬ 
ceased. The jury also determines 
If there is any criminal respon¬ 
sibility for the death, and if so, 
a recommendation may be made 
to the district attorney for pros¬ 
ecution. It determines how, when 
and where death occurred. 

• • * 

The coroner is in full charge 
at the inquest. Legally he has 
the right to ask all questions him¬ 
self and prevent attorneys from 
making a single query. Actual¬ 
ly, though, the district attorney 
or defense attorneys are permit¬ 
ted to question witnesses if they 
desire. An inquest is an infor¬ 
mal hearing. 

• • • 

Powers of the coroner are of 
the broadest nature. He is the 
only person authorized to order an 
autopsy to determine cause of 
death. An autopsy is performed 
by a physician. 

• • m 

(A post mortem examination is 
a superficial examination of the 
body, done by the coroner him¬ 
self, while an autopsy goes with¬ 
in the body. An autopsy is par¬ 
ticularly important in murder 
cases, for example, in determin¬ 
ing the course of a bullet, enab¬ 
ling authorities to figure the di¬ 
rection of the bullet and thus per¬ 
haps reconstruct the scene of the 
crime.) 

• * • 

Being a coroner is a 24-hour-a- 
day job. Death pays no atten¬ 
tion to office hours. Coroner 
Abbey estimates that at least one- 
third of the calls occur at night, 
anywhere from nightfall to dawn. 

• • • 

One curious fact noted by Ab¬ 
bey is that there are few fatal 
accidents on big national holidays, 
when highways are clogged with 
traffic. He reasons that because 
of traffic, cars must move slower, 
so any accidents which thus oc¬ 
cur would prove less serious. 

» • • 

Toughtest time on Abbey was 
his first six months on the job. 
Besides being a novice in dealing 
with dead bodies, there happened 


Huntington Beach Qets $175,000 and Royalty for Oil Qrant 


COUNCIL ENDS 
CONTROVERSY 
OVER WELLS 

HUNTINGTON BEACH.—Con¬ 
troversy with the Southwest Ex¬ 
ploration company, holder of state 
contracts to tap the rich tideland 
oil pool, was ended here last 
night by the city council. An 
easement was granted the oil 
company for a cash considera¬ 
tion of $175,000, in addition to a 
royalty from oil produced. 

Huntington Beach will receive 
an immediate check for $25,000 
under terms of le agreement. Re¬ 
mainder of the cash payment will 
be made in installments as the 
wells are put on production. 

The city will receive a sum 
equal to 2 per cent of the state’s 
royalty as long as the wells are 
on production. 

Eighty-seven wells will be 
drilled by the Southwest Explora¬ 
tion company under state con¬ 
tracts, from which the state will 
receive royalty ranging from 12>& 
to 60 per cent. 

The agreement reached last 
night will permit the oil company 
to drill wells through city prop¬ 
erty, but denies the right to com¬ 
plete the wells under city prop¬ 
erty. 

The Southwest Exploration 
company also will be required to 
furnish a survey of all wells 
drilled here. 

The council last night also 
created a new city office, that of 
supervisor of buildings and in¬ 
surance. Named to the new posi¬ 
tion was City Judge C. P. Patton, 
who will receive $50 per month 
salary. The office will be under 
the supervision of City Engineer 
Harry Overmeyer. 

TIDELAND OIL 
BILLS FOUGHT 

NEWPORT - BALBOA. — The 
committee on legislation of the 
Newport Harbor chamber of com¬ 
merce today had taken an offi¬ 
cial stand against propositions 10 
and 24 providing for tideland dril¬ 
ling for oil. 

In its report to the chamber, 
the committee said the menace of 
the oil propositions “outweighs 
any other consideration.” Opposi¬ 
tion was also taken to the single 
tax measure, the Garrison bond 
act, and the Retirement Life pay¬ 
ments plan. 

The committee considered fa¬ 
vorably the proposal to prevent 
diversion of gas tax funds, num¬ 
bers 3 and 5, which it claimed 
would protect the shore plants 
from the menace of the floating 
reduction plants and conserve the 
fishing industry locally as well as 
in the state. 

SEWER JOB 0 
BE RESUMED 

ORANGE. — Work on sewer 
system improvement, suspended as 
a WPA project last May 16, has 
been ordered resumed Nov. 9, 
WPA headquarters in Los Angeles 
announced today. 

The project will require three 
more months for completion. The 
city will pay $4398 of the total 
cost of $14,443, the administration 
said. 

Thirteen hundred feet of sewers 
not contempated in the original 
application will be constructed as 
part of the project, according to 
C. C. Bonebrake, city engineer, 
who will superintend the work.

UP) —After four years 
of research, Dr. JunJi Toril, a 
chemist, is said to have perfected 
a new type of heavy paper for 
use in sacks which resists water 
and sand better than hemp or 
leather. 

It is reported the Japanese 
army may use the invention to 
replace jute in the making of 
sandbags. Jute is imported from 
India and restricted by trade 
control. The new paper tends to 
increase in strength when left in 
water for prolonged periods.

Now at last, owing to the flexible 
and carefully - planned motorized 
equipment of the Children’s the¬ 
ater, children in the small cities, 
towns and villages will have an 
opportunity to see the great Bar¬ 
rie fantasy with all its diverse 
elements so enchanting to child 
audiences — pirates, Redskins, 
wolves, a crocodile that ticks like 
a clock, the wonderful under¬ 
ground house where the Lost Boys 
live with Wendy as their little 
mother, and faithful Nana, the 
dog-nurse.

The Costa Mesa Townsendites 
and Republicans held a Johnson 
for congress rally last Tuesday 
evening in the auditorium of the 
grammar school building. The 
Costa Mesa Hill Billies provided 
concert music while the crowd was 
gathering which was much appre¬ 
ciated. Mrs. Lena Burdick, local 
Townsend leader, called the meet¬ 
ing to order and presented Wai¬ 
ted R. Robb, Orange county Town¬ 
send organizer, ho introduced 
Mayor C. T. Johnson of San Ber¬ 
nardino, who was the speaker. 
Mayor Johnson gave emphasis to 
his belief in the American form 
of government and pledged his in¬ 
tention, if elected, to use his in¬ 
fluence in defense of the consti¬ 
tution and the rights guaranteed 
to American citizens under it. 

Talking from the standpoint of 
the interests of agriculture, he 
said: “I do not subscribe to the 
theory that you get an abund¬ 
ance out of scarcity. There can¬ 
not be stabilized prosperity for 
any of us until there is stabilized 
rosperity for ag' "iilture. The 
American market belongs to the 
American farmer. I will attempt 
to protect the American farmer 
from tariff-free importation of 
foodstuffs, fruit and farm prod¬ 
ucts.” 

Johnson told of his having been 
in accord with the idea of the 
WPA and other relief agencies as 
emergency measures, but decried 
the idea of them being made a 
permanent feature of government. 
He said: “I will support legisla¬ 
tion that will give the needy more 
benefit from the relief dollar and 


none for political influences and 
unwarranted overhead expenses. I 
condemn the practice of using fed¬ 
eral monies earmarked for relief, 
pump-priming and agricultural 
benefits, to bring pressure upon 
the unfortunates to obtain votes. 

I will support legislation that will 
take politics out of relief. Trad¬ 
ing bread for bullets is un-Ameri¬ 
can.” 

He outlined his attitude toward 
labor in the following words: “I 
approve and support the rtght of 
labor to collective bargaining be¬ 
tween employer and employee 
through representatives of their 
own choice—selected without in¬ 
terference. I advocate the amend¬ 
ment of the Wagner Act to make 
it fair to employe, employer and 
the public, thus restoring peace 
to labor and to industry.” 

Explaining his stand on the na¬ 
tional old age pension question he 
said, "To insure economic security 
against the hazards of old age, I 
pledge my support to the Town¬ 
send National Recovery Plan be¬ 
cause it is national in scope and 
will, I believe, restore recovery 
and absorb the unemployed in 
gainful business enterprise. The 
transaction tax is equitable and 
just. I am opposed to the present 
method of social security—it is 
faulty—payroll taxes are destruc¬ 
tive and discriminatory as to 
beneficiary." 

He told of his sympathies with 
war veterans by saying, "The 
needs of the veterans are my per¬ 
sonal concern. I enlisted at the 
outbreak of the World war and 
fought side by side with them 
overseas. I fought with them 
after the Armistice as Post Com¬ 
mander of the American Legion, 
and as executive in other veteran 
organizations for the disabled vet¬ 
erans and their dependent fam- j 
ilies. I will not desert them now. | 
Having first hand knowledge of j 
the horrors of war, I will do ail in 
my power to protect their widows I 
and children and keep America 
out of foreign entanglements. He 
was heartily applauded as he con¬ 
cluded.

for the position he seeks.” 

Crookshank: “I do not want a 
position in the district attorney’s 
office . . . According to records 
in the Santa Ana justice court, 
more than one of three persons 
charged with a felony was not 
guilty . . .

Jackson: “While my office nas 
been making nearly 5800 arrests, 
Mr. Elliott’s office has made, ac¬ 
cording to jail records, exactly 
117 . . .

Former Deputy, Col. Berry, Friis 
On Stand in Pamphlet Hearing 


Weary attorneys and spectators 
took a rest this morning, as pre¬ 
liminary hearing into the “Fools 
Rush In” criminal libel case 
missed a half day is preparation 
for another session this after¬ 
noon. 

As Justice Chris Pann declared 
a half-day recess for the usual 
justice court small-claims proceed¬ 
ings this morning at least four 
of the six defendants had been 
linked with the pamphlet case by 
testimony. 

Several witnesses had testified 
that Printers Burt Harwick and 
Robert Elliott and Distributor Ed¬ 
die Taylor printed and distributed 
the defamatory pamphlet, asserted- 
ly in violation of election laws 
and criminal libel statutes. 

Other witnesses had linked Dep¬ 
uty Sheriff G. F. McKelvey with 
circumstances surrounding publi¬ 
cation of a second pamphlet, or¬ 
dered and paid for by the same 
man. 

J. Malcolm Green, fifth defend¬ 
ant, had against him testimony 
that he “was going to set fire to 
something” in a political way, 
that his Santa Ana Bee bore dis¬ 
tinguishing characteristics of style 
and quotation found in the pam¬ 
phlet, and that he was observed 
to have had a “large roll of $50 
and $100 bills.” The pamphlet 
was paid for in bills of large de¬ 
nomination. 

The sixth defendant, Charles 
Ott, appeared satisfied that no 
evidence yet has linked him with 
the pamphlet. 

Judge Pann directed yesterday 
afternoon that the hearing should 
resume at 1:30 p. m. today, de¬ 
spite a plea from Ott that he was 
ill and wanted a longer continu¬ 
ance, and objections by Charles 
A. McGinnis of Los Angeles, at¬ 
torney for Green, that too much 
time would be spent coming here 
from that city for a half-day ses¬ 
sion. Asst. Dist. Atty. Preston 
Turner and other counsel and de¬ 
fendants were satisfied with the 
Friday afternoon resumption of 
testimony. 

Yesterday afternoon’s witnesses 
were Sam Snodgrass, former dep¬ 
uty sheriff; A. B. Berry, editor of 
the tabloid Independent, the lat¬ 
ter the subject of one of the as¬ 
serted ly libelous attacks in "Fools 
Rush In;” and Leo Friis, Anaheim 
attorney. 

Snodgrass’ testimony showed a 
marked contrast to that of other 
witnesses who had taken the trip 


to the Los Angeles printing es¬ 
tablishment immediately after the 
pamphlet appeared. 

Others on that trip had includ¬ 
ed Berry, Friis, George Holden, 
and Ted Masterson. They had 
testified to numerous conversa¬ 
tions and actions of the defend¬ 
ants Harwick and Elliott. 

Snodgrass, however, said he 
could remember little of what oc¬ 
curred in Los Angeles. 

“Did you go along to assist in 
the investigation or just for the 
ride?” he was asked. 

“Well,” was the answer, “I 
started out for the investigation, 
but I didn’t see much room for 
me.” 

Judge Pann commented that the 
witness seemed "befogged” and 
chided H. N. Ellis, counsel for 
the printers, for "getting the 
witness completely confused—you 
couldn’t get him more confused if 
you stood him on his head. Real¬ 
ly, counsel, you’re not adding 
anything to the court’s intelli¬ 
gence on acocunt of your pro¬ 
cedure.” 

When Turner began questioning 
Snodgrass as to his understand¬ 
ing of a defamatory reference to 
“The Colonel” in the pamphlet, 
defense counsel again began a 
barrage of objections which Judge 
Pann had overruled the day be¬ 
fore. 

"Sustained,” said the court. 

“But, your honor,” protested 
Turner, “yesterday counsel made 
exactly the same objections to

JAPAN SPEAKS BACK

clipping from The Tokyo, Japan,

Mrs. Josui Oshikawa (who 
opened her American lecture tour 
on Flower Arrangement at 
I Bowers Museum here) is report¬ 


ed to state "Ikebana Future in U. 
S. bright.” 

I quote, "Americans and Euro¬ 
peans have been telling me for 
years how much they regret 
flower arrangement is impossible 
in their home countries.

WE HAVE NOTED the charges made against conduct of juvenile court and 
juvenile home. 

WE HAVE NOTED that the present county grand jury, after investigating 
them fully, reported that the charges were entirely groundless. 

WE RECALL that the 1937 grand jury heard the same charges against the 
juvenile home, and made a similar report. 

WE HAVE LATELY HEARD that the candidate who tried to make political 
capital of the juvenile home and court charges, now has become discouraged, 
and will try new tactics; that, in fact, he already is engaged in a new line of 
attack, attempting to link Judge H. G. Ames to so-called “radical” groups. 
The children are deserted, to shift for themselves. 

WE THINK that this candidate is becoming slightly a bore and is making him¬ 
self slightly ridiculous, which is, of course, his own privilege and none of our 
business. Except to this extent: 

Most of use have children. All of us have the ordinary citizen’s Interest in the 
welfare of children. 

IVe do not believe in using unfortunate children as political footballs. 

We do not believe in wanton attacks upon public institutions, particularly In¬ 
stitutions with so vital a function to perform as have the juvenile court and juvenile 
home. 

Such wanton attacks are a blow at community Interest, for they seek to destroy 
the usefulness of these Institutions. 

Having children of our own, we would condemn the man or the institution 
that mistreated children. If we thought that our juvenile home was conducted 
contrary to the welfare of Its young inmates, we would be first to cry out against 
the County Probation Committee, which administers the home. 

But we would not cry In a political radio speech. We’d go to the grand jury. 

If we thought any judge was brow-beating children and parents who come Into 
juvenile court, we would demand his removal. 

But we happen to know better. We have known Judge H. G. Ames for 
many years, some of us for half a century. We know, personally, his record 
on the bench of superior court, and we are acquainted with his conduct of 
juvenile court. We know him for a high-minded, impartial judge, with a deep 
sense of obligation to his work. He is about the last man one would accuse of 
unethical or undignified conduct. 

Charges against juvenile home were no better advised. Members of the 
Probation Committee represent the highest type of citizenshjp in the county, 
deeply interested in their task, and receiving not one cent of pay for it. The 
insult to them was an insult to unselfish public service. It should be resented 
by all. 

We declare that these charges against juvenile court were calculated to 
injure public institutions and therefore the public welfare.

This government has 
shown no disposition recently to 
grant the company's application 
for helium.

Flood control never should 
; be a political issue. In this 
respect it is like relief. These 
| two subjects are much be¬ 
fore voters of the Nineteenth 
Congressional district; each 
demands sympathetic ap¬ 
proach.

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KING GEORGE 
HAS PRAISE 
FOR PRESIDENT 

LONDON. UP )—King George VI 
terminated the present session of 
parliament today with the prayer¬ 
ful hope that “a new era may 
have opened up for Europe” and 
warm praise for President Roose¬ 
velt’s “timely action” to avert 
war in the time of crisis. 

In a speech read in his absence 
during the closing moments of the 
first session of his reign, the 
monarch reviewed the grave 
events of September and declared: 

"The cause of peace was pow¬ 
erfully aided by the timely action 
of the President of the United 
States of America. 

“The desire of all peoples lot 
to be drawn into a war with one 
another is manifest and signifi¬ 
cant, and everywhere men and 
women share with me, I am con¬ 
vinced, the feeling of deep thank¬ 
fulness that imminent peril was 
thus averted. 

“I pray that, with the passing 
of this peril, a new era may have 
opened up for Europe.” 

The time-honored phrase “my 
relations with foreign powers con¬ 
tinue to be friendly” took on new 
significance in the light of the 
four-power Munich accord parti¬ 
tioning Czechoslovakia. 

The king described his “deep 
anxiety” during the Czhechosio- 
vak-German crisis. He spoke of 
Premier Mussolini’s "valuable sup¬ 
port” for Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain's proposal to Chan¬ 
cellor Hitler for the conference of 
Italian, British, French and Ger¬ 
man statesmen. He lauded the 
“dignity" with which Czechoslo¬ 
vakia accepted her fate. He be¬ 
spoke his pride in the “calmness 
and determination displayed by 
all mv people. He thanked them 
for “their spirit of service.”

I am willing to judged by facts and I think my oppon- 
ent should be willing to be judged by facts. 

I believe that you are entitled to all the facts about me 
gnd the way your office has been conducted and I believe that 

you are entitled to know the facts about my opponent, Mr. F.ihoct, so you may judge as o ow e 
would conduct the office. 

No one can complain of personalities in this campaign. Mr. Elliott is a person and I am a per¬ 
son and the kind of persons we are will determine the kind of sheriff the man elected wi ma 
You are entitled to know what kind of a man I am and you are entitled to know a!l about what 
kind of a man Mr. Elliott is, and you are entitled to know all about what men and what m eree 
are behind us. 

I have told you what kind of people are behind me, and I have told you some of the kind 
of people who are behind Mr. Elliott. These are facts which it is important for you to know. You 
will notice that I have called attention to certain people who are supporting Mr. Elliott, and he 
has not denied they are supporting him. He has not denied it and that Is an important fact 
this campaign. 

Now, have I been an efficient sheriff, have I given the people of this county good service in 
the protection of life and property, and in the suppression of crime. 

Let us look at the record. 

In the seven and one-half years of my administration, there have been a total of 5788 
arrests made. Remember, nearly 5800 arrests. That means about 800 every year. When you con¬ 
sider the amount of investigation involved in each arrest—the care that must be exercised that the 
rights of the accuied are not violated by arresting officers, when you consider that each prisoner 
muet be carefully and legally booked, that records of his effects must be kept, that visitors must 
be admitted to see him, that attorney* may call on him at all times, that he must be fed and cared 
for, you can understand that these arrests represent a great volume of work. 

Now, there hat been a S»od deal said about what an experienced officer Mr. Elliott is, and 
there ie a record on that. While my office has been making nearly 5800 arrests, what has Mr. 
Elliott’s office done during these same seven and one half years. Well, his office, according to the 
jail records has made exactly 117 arrests. The ratio is 50 to 1, and I cannot find that in the 
arrests Mr. Elliott has made, that he has ever knocked over a slot machine or a gambling joint or a 
bookie in Santa Ana. 

So much for Mr. Elliott’s experience. 

How about convictions as a result of these arrests. You know what protection the law 
affords the accused. You know how many escape conviction by reason of having good lawyers 
who can put up a clever defense. What percentage of convictions would you expect to get as a result 
of these arrests? 

Well, the percentage has been exactly 80 and that is the highest ever attained by any 
sheriff in Orange county. The percentage ranged from 70 in 1931, the year I took office, to M 
in 1937. Remember that we furnish most of the evidence in these cases and that the number of 
convictions depends upon how well we do our work. Those 90 per cent convictions represent 
careful, conscientious and intelligent work. 

Now you will have noticed that my critics have had little to say about the efficiency of my 
office, and the reason is that they can find little to criticize from the standpoint of efficiency. 
Seven grand juries have approved the way the office is conducted so it would be rather difficult 
to make people believe otherwise on that point. The Federal government rates the Orange county 
jail as one .of the eight best jails in the whole United States. 

I ask you to consider whether the opinions of seven Orange County Grand Juries, and the 
numerous Federal inspections are not conclusive of the efficiency of the office. 

These are facts that you are entitled to know. You are also entitled to know where I stand 
and where Mr. Elliott stands on labor racketeering. 

I have told you that Lucio, this Mexican labor leader, who represents himself as connected 
with the Mexican Consul, was an Elliott supporter, and that Maxwell Burke, the attorney who 
was Lucio’s advisor, was for Elliott, and that Lucio wrote a letter to Muniz, a Mexican communist 
advising him to vote for Elliott and Burke. I charged that these people were all for Elliott, be¬ 
cause they believed that they could handle him and that they could do as they pleased with the 
farmers of Orange county without interference from the sheriff’s office. 

When | made those charges, was I misleading you? 

Well, judge for yourself. 

Last week Maxwell Burke went on the radio and spent his time whitewashing Lucio and con- 
deming me and my treatment of Lucio. 

Mr. Burke describes Lucio as a useful member of the community. | regard Lucio as a menace 
to the peace of the community. 

Mr. Burke says that Lucio had nothing to d 0 with the strike. I say that Lucio was one of 
the directors of the strike. 

I leave it to the farmers of Orange county, who know who was responsible for the strike, to 
judge between Mr. Burke’s veracity and mine. 

Mr. Burke takes me to task for arresting 116 innocent Mexicans on charges of rioting on the 
day when the Mexican rioters swept through the orchards of Orange county, beating and menacing 
American citizens. I say it was my duty to have arrested those Mexicans. I found them on the 
public highway with arms in their hands, tresh from a reign of terror in the orchards of Orange 
county citizens. Of course, I arrested them. I would do it again. Mr. Elliott says he wouldn't 
arrest them if they were not doing anything. But I would arrest them. They had been doing 
plenty and they were ready to do more. After | arrested them they did not do any more, and 
their bosses, Lucio and Velarde and Muniz decided it was not wise to do any more rioting and so 
we were able to protect the farmers. Do you think if we had let that gang go, that any farmer in 
the county would have been safe from them? 

Who is Maxwell Burke to tell the farmers of Orange county that these Mexicans were inno¬ 
cent, harmless people, just by accident gathered on the roads and just by accident carrying arms? 

Who is his friend Lucio to tell the people who to select for sheriff? Do the farmers want Lucio’s 
choice, and Burke’s choice? Let the farmers decide. 

This is the kind of a campaign that has been made against me. It is orators like Burke 
that are talking for Elliott. One of Floyd Howard’s attorneys talked for Elliott. Another attorney 
who expects to represent Elliott talked for him, a man with a job in sight. Well, that is all right, 
but I don’t need any attorney to state my case. 

Burke merely confirms what I have already told you about the Lucio support. | want the 

farmers to know that Lucio is supporting Elliott. If they like it, that is all right with me. But 

| want them to know it and Mr. Burke has proved that I am telling them the truth. 

Now, the Elliott managers evidently felt the need of adding more respectability to their cam¬ 
paign as they announced that a preacher would speak for Elliott. I think they had the right idea, 
but they had some difficulty in carrying it out. They found what they thought was a preacher and 
they had him talk over the radio, but here was the trouble: 

The preacher was not a preacher. 

He was not connected with any church In any capacity. 

He was a young man attending Junior college. 

He needed a job. 

You can judge for yourself whether he was promised one. 

If you think these statements need verification call up the pastor of the church that this 
young man was supposed to represent and ask him. He will tell you the truth. 

Now, I do not blame this young man for being led into an unfortunate position. He is per¬ 
haps inexperienced and he needs employment, but I do blame the Elliott managers for attempting to 
hoodwink the people of Orange county. 

I blame them for taking this young man around and shewing him planted machines accomo- 
datingly placed for his use. I blame them for not permitting him to file a complaint against the 
operators, as I have asked him to do. I know the man that took him around, and I know he is an 
Elliott stooge. The whole incident is characteristic of the effort of the Elliott managers to deceive 
th# people. 

Now these are not pleasant matters to discuss, but they are facts, and I am not afraid of 
facts. I am merely putting them at yotyr disposal, and you can use them as you see fit. 

This campaign is, after all, your business. You are going to live under the kind of law that 
you choose in this election. You have to determine whether you want labor racketeer control and 
gambling control, or whether you want decency in government and law and order. 

I have given you law and order & n d I have made your fight for public decency. If that 
fight has cost me the enmity of forces that can defeat me, I am still proud that I made it. But 
I do not think that it will defeat me. I think the people will sustain me, and sustain the moral 
standards of Orange county. I am perfectly content to entrust the decision to your hands. 

I have a deep appreciation of the efforts of many of the fine people who are working in my 
behalf. I feel certain that these efforts will be successful.

Where There’s Smoke... 

For nearly three months a congressional committee, 
headed by Rep. Martin Dies of Texas, has been conducting 
hearings on un-American activities in the United States. 

From the very outset, the investigation has been 
accompanied by an uproar. Chairman Dies has been both 
bitterly assailed and loudly applauded. 

For present purposes, whether or not Mr. Dies meth¬ 
ods have been strictly in accord with the rules of evidence 
in a court of law—and few, if any, congressional investi¬ 
gations in our time have been so conducted—is beside the 
mark. To any American not blinded by the prevailing 
isms and ideologies, it is clear that at least enough has 
been uncovered to prove that a full and fair investigation 
is needed. 

President Roosevelt is now making a resurvey ot the 
national defense. In the next few years somewhere 
between five and 10 billion dollars are to be spent to 
strengthen the nation’s armaments. We believe this is a 
wise step. But what good would even the most matchless 
of defenses against a foreign foe do us if, when the time 

comes, we are to be destroyed from within? 

* * * * 

The country ir rampant, with reports that hostile 
agents are already laying their plans, to sabotage Amer¬ 
ica’s key industries and communications at the outbreak 
of war. 

Just how serious or how silly these reports are, none 
of us knows. But surely we have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by finding out. If the truth should cost 
a milion dollars it would be cheap at the price. 

At stake we have a marvelous country. With only 
6 per cent of the world’s area and 7 per cent of its popu¬ 
lation, we consume 48 per cent of the world’s coffee, 21 
per cent of its sugar, 56 per cent of its rubber, 69 per cent 
of its petroleum, 47 Tier cent of its copper, 42 per cent of 
its pig iron, more than half its tin and <2 per cent of its 
silk. Our total national pun liasing power is greater than 
that of the 500 million peoples of Soviet Russia, Nazi 
Germany and all the rest of Europe. And is surpasses that 

of the billion inhabitants of all Asia. 

# * * * 

As one of the youngest of all the great powers, that 
is a record of which we can be proud. We do not pretend 
that our system is perfect, but it is so far superior to most 
that we feel it is well worth conserving. 

Indeed, we are a people and a nation to be envied. 
And we are envied. Thus, in a world where force from 
without and boring from within are ruthlessly employed 
by powerful aggressor states whenever and wherever they 
think they can get away with it. we would not only be 
remiss but stupid indeed not to look to our national 
security. 

And national security is not merely a matter of bat¬ 
tleships, merchant marine, airplanes and soldiers. The 
best war machine ever designed would break down with¬ 
out a properly functioning agricultural, industrial, trans¬ 
portation and communications system to back it up. And 
this requires a united, loyal people. If we have saboteurs 
within our lines, the time to find it out is before, not after, 
we are in the middle of a great crisis. 

Talk about the decadence of civilization! Someone 
has dynamited that heroic plaster hen that has posed 
on the highway approaching Petaluma. 

In a year past, 191,000 new autos have been reg¬ 
istered by Texans. Now just see what Roosevelt has 
done to the cowboy industry. 

General Pershing thinks that war is brewing in 
Europe. One brewing that Americans won’t swallow; 
and that’s news. 

Songs for Peace? 

Sir Ernest MacMillan, principal of the Toronto Con¬ 
servatory of Music, is the latest to offer a plan for world 
peace. 

“Let the nations of the world sing,” he urges. 
“Through song will come a better understanding of each 
other’s problems, and a general tendency toward peace.” 

May we point out. to Sir Ernest that the very oppo¬ 
site has been true tor centuries. Music can be calm and 
peaceful, but it can be warlike and stirring, as well. 

During every war the peoples of the world have been 
whippd into frenzy by patriotic and marching songs. 

It was once thought the ail plane and the radio would 
bring about better international understanding and cause 
world peace. Instead, the airplane has become the most 
feared of all instruments of war, and the radio now is 
used to foment hatred throughout all Europe. 

There is no outside agency, such as song, which will 
bring world peace, just as there is no outside agency which 
can cure a drunkard. 

It is only the WILL for peace which will bring it 
about—and human nature seems a long way from adopt¬ 
ing such a universal desire that there shall be no more war. 

Says Uncle Sam to Tokyo: Consider the Nine- 
Power Treaty of 1922. Says Tokyo to Uncle: Old 
stuff. 

France to throw down Russia and cotton to Hit¬ 
ler? How those Europeans do love to puncture pacts!
